To the inhabitants of the Town of Salem qualified to vote in town 
affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House, in said Salem, 
on the Second Tuesday of March next, at ten of the clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : 


t. To choose all necessary town officers and agents for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the year ensuing. 

3. To raise such sums of money as the town may think proper, to 
pay the town debt, or any part thereof. 

4. To see if the town will vote to raise any more money for the 
repairs of highways, than the law requires. 

5.. To see what method the town will vote to adopt to facilitate 
the collection of taxes. 

6. ‘To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees or officers 
heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

7. By request: To see if the town will vote the use of Salem Town 
Hall two nights in each month, to the “ Citizens’ Temperance and 
Improvement Association ”’ for one year free. 

8. By request: To see if the town will vote to accept of Samuel G. 
Sargent, executor of the will of Mary G. Emerson, late of Methuen, 
Mass., one hundred dollars, the amount bequeathed in said will to the 
trustees of Pine Grove cemetery, in Salem, State of New Hampshire 
to be held in trust by them and their successors in office, the income 
of which sum is to be expended by said trustees in keeping the lot in 
said cemetery owned by the late Gilbert Emerson, in perpetual repair. 

9. By request: To see if the town will instruct the Road Agents 
to have built three or more 12-foot rollers to render the roads passable 
in winter. 

10. By request: To see if the town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to re-fund the town debt at 4 per cent. or less.

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SALEM FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT. 


The Trustees of the Salem Free Public Library herewith 
respectfully present their first annual report for the year 
ending March 1, 1894. 

The small amount of money appropriated by the town, 
and books from the State to the value of one hundred dollars, 
appeared inadequate to establish a public hbrary worthy of 
the name. The Trustees therefore at once decided to solicit 
aid from citizens and former residents (natives) of the town, 
and in our efforts to thus obtain aid, we have been greeted, 
in many instances, with a cheerful and generous response. 

A room has been neatly furnished in the Town House, and 
it is believed will answer the present needs of the Library. 

It was the purpose of the Trustees to open the Library 
January 1, 1894, but as books from the State were not re- 
ceived until January 15, the opening was delayed until Feb- 
ruary 17, when the Library was opened to all citizens for the 
loan of books. 

The Library room will be open every Saturday afternoon 
and evening from 2 to 6 and 7 to 9 o'clock, for the loan of 
books, when all citizens who comply with the printed rules 
will be entitled to its privileges. , 

The Trustees have deferred publishing a catalogue, as 
more books are soon to be added to the Library; but at an 
early day a full and descriptive catalogue will be published 
so that every patron of the Library can obtain a copy. 

But we cannot expect that degree of success so much de- 
sired, without the co-operation of the citizens generally, and 
we appeal to the people of Salem to give this Library a gen- 
erous support.

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Parents may not be able to wholly control the companion- 
ship of their children, nor always to choose for them suitable 
amusements, but they can furnish the home with wholesome 
and entertaining books, adapted to every variety of indi- 
vidual taste, contributing largely to social enjoyment and in- 
tellectual growth. 

But no one can read a single pernicious book without men- 
tal injury, and the trustees have endeavored to use careful 
discrimination in the choice of books; believing it to be their 
duty to prevent the circulation by the Library of any books 
whose tone is degrading. 

Valuable books have been donated to the Library by J. F. 
Hall, Frank Wilson and others of Salem, and Mrs. Caroline 
Crowell of Haverhill, Mass., a discription of which will ap- 
pear in the forthcoming catalogue. 

The Library now contains nearly six hundred volumes, 
and it is confidently believed that at the close of the year 1894 
the number will be increased to one thousand volumes. 

Ernest L. Silver has been appointed Librarian.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


Board of Education, of the Town of Salem,N.H. 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH |, 1894. 


The School Board in presenting their annual report, take 
the opportunity to make the following general remarks : 

We are pleased to report that the schools have, with few 
exceptions, made commendable progress in the various stud- 
ies pursued. 

The teachers have, in most cases, been earnest and enthu- 
siastic in their work; but there have been a few instances of 
poor order in the schools. Teaching is one of the fine arts. 
It differs essentially from keeping school and hearing recita- 
tions. ‘Those teachers are most successful in it who consider 
it worth careful attention and faithful study. Teachers do 
not fail so much for want of knowledge, as in government. 
If “order is heaven’s first law,” it certainly should be the first 
in the school-room. Without good order it is simply impos- 
sible to have a good school. Let every teacher understand 
this, and that order is to be insisted on first, last, and all the 
way through the term. 

The teacher’s task is sometimes rendered extremely diffi- 
cult and unpleasant by the manifest want of sympathy and 
co-operation on the part of parents. 

Some are strangely unwilling to have their children gov- 
erned at school, and thoughtlessly say and do things harmful 
to the school, as well as to the teacher, Let children once 
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learn from their parents that they think the teacher ought not 
to govern them, or cazmnot, and the teacher’s task at once be- 
comes a very arduous one ; but if a scholar cannot be governed 
in school, let him be excluded from it. 

Salem is not behind the other towns in the regular attend- 
ance of her pupils, although she is not perfect. Irregular at- 
tendance has been spoken of many times, but we still insist 
that the progress of a pupil depends largely on his punctual- 
ity. Parents who allow their children to stay out half of the 
time or absent themselves for some slight cause, do not see 
the injury they inflict on others. It takes the child from the 
class on that particular day; it breaks the connection that 
should exist between each member, and weakens the strength 
of the class, just as taking a link here and there from a chain, 
weakens the whole. Some parents do not know where their 
children are during school hours; or else they do not care 
much for education. If they did, they would give attention 
to this subject. They can remedy this evil if they will. We 
will all admit that our children will be made better and wiser 
by being punctual and regular at school. The /adz¢t of being 
there at the time is no small thing. If they are prompt in 


this, they will be likely to be in other things, and even through ~ 


life. But independent of the force of habit, children who are 
thus irregular in attendance not only lose the hours they are 
absent, but their absence, as we have seen, discourages the 
teacher, hinders their own advancement and that of the class, 
and otherwise disarranges the school. It is therefore to be 
lamented, that while time and money are spent for the bene- 
fit of such they should so lightly prize these opportunities. 
Besides this, a majority of those who attend our public schools 
will probably have no better opportunity than is there afforded 
to gain an education, and certainly they have no time to spend 
in idleness. 
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Our teachers, while gratefully acknowledging the sympa- 
thy of parents in their work, deeply feel the need of more 
of that aid; they wish to see them more frequently and in 
larger numbers in the school-room. They want their presence 
during the term as well as at the close. They desire to know 
that they have their confidence and co-operation in their 
greatand responsible work. Such expressions of interest have 
a good effect on the school. The children feel that their par- 
ents are concerned in their conduct and progress in study. 
The labor of governing the school is much lightened. Most 
parents are ready to assent to all this, but say they have been 
very busy. When a father or mother is thoroughly in earn- 
est in this matter, the time will be found, and enough of it. 
A similar interest should be taken by parents at home to for- 
ward their children in their studies. This laboring together 
with the teacher makes the best scholars. Many owe their 
success and eminence in life to this home encouragement and 
help. 

The School Board recommends better accommodations for 
the pupils of School Number One. The present school-room 
is not large enough for the-grading of the school, and certain- 
ly there are too many pupils for one room or one teacher. 

The School Board recommends the raising of sufficient 
money for thirty weeks of school. Each school has had that 
amount during the past year. Nos. two, three and ten have 
had the interest of their fund in addition ; also, No. six Gram- 
mar School has had two weeks extra, which was due it from 
last year; so all the schools are even and are ready to com- 
mence a new year on a level.
